It Is a tragic m isfortune th at violence has broken 
out again in E ast Asia where peace was restored so 
recently, and that lives have been lost. Including that 
of an A m erican officer. But perh aps it would be wise 
to curb the im pulse to condem n the rioting AnnnmiWs 
of Indo-C hina. For It m ay be th at they are slightly 
confused by recent, events 
Four years ago the Ja p s moved In to replace the 
French as overlords of Annain and the other Indo- 
Chinese colonies. T h is w as done with the connivance 
of Fran ce which, being then a colony of Nazi Cler- 
m an y ^h ad no choice to tl^e m atter. ^ 
Mow France, having been rescued only recently 
from her degrading colonial statu s, has moved In to 
resum e her form er place as ruler of Indo-China. 
P erh aps the Annain lies h ad been so carried away 
by w artim e talk of freedom and dem ocracy and liber­ 
ation th at they forgot they are supposed to be an 
Inferior people Incapable of self-rule. 
P erh aps they even rem em bered the words of two 
form er heads of state who m et In m id-ocean during 
the darkest d ays of Nazi tyran ny and wrote such 
words as th ese: 
“They (the heads of state» desire to see no terri­ 
torial ch an ges that do not accord with tin* freely e x ­ 
pressed wishes of the peoples concerned 
They 
respect the right of all peoples to choose the form of 
governm ent under which they will live; and they wish 
to see soverign rights and self-governm ent restored 
to those who have been forcibly deprived or them ." 
P erh aps the A nnam ites recalled that, In Jan u ary 
of 1942, r11 governm ents then at w ar with the Axis 
had subscribed by this “com m on program of purposes 
and principles em bodied In the Joint declaration of 
the P resident of the United S ta te s and the Prim e 
M inister of the United K ingdom . . 
known a s the 
Atlantic C h arte r” . 
The A nnam ites m ay have noticed that the heads 
of a good m any civilized governm ents are full of re­ 
pentance, loving kindness and political m orality when 
confronted with d isaster, but that they have a way 
of reverting to their old w ays of thinking and doing 
once peril is past. 
And the A nnam ites. being less sophisticated and 
self-deceiving th an som e of the world’s tribes, m ay 
have decided th at the only way to Independence lay 
in

action —even
